WARNER FUND 


Appropriation Measure Pro- 


vides Increase in State 
Money for Charity Work. 


The Annie M. Warner hospital, of 


Gettysburg, is one of 130 state-aid 
hospitals throughout the state for 
which an increase in the appropri- 
ation of state funds for the next two 
years has been recommended in a 
measure before the legislature at 
Harrisburg, which has been reported 
to the lower house by the committee 
in charge. 


While the Warner hospital has 


appropriated $7,700 the last two 
years 
toward 
the 
much larger 


amount required for charity work, 
the appropriation has been fixed this 
year at $11,615. There is no assur- 
ance that this amount will be fin- 
ally given, for it is subject to 
change in either house or senate 
before passage, and the governor 
also has the prerogative of changing 
it before affixing his signature. 


Besides the charity work the hos- 


pital is required to do for indigent 
of the county requiring aid, the lo- 
cal institution suffers a heavy dram 
on us resources through the unusual 
large number of emergency cases, 
such as week-end automobile acci- 
dents. Even the proposed increase 
in the appropriation of state funds 
for the Warner hospital for the next 
two years "will not near meet the 
amount the hospital will be required 
to expend for charity work, on the 
basis of past demands," hospital au- 
thorities point out. 


All Hospitals Queried 


The house committee decided on 


the amount for each hospital after 
examining- questionnaires sent' to 
each. Hospital officials were queried 
on the amounts needed and the 
purposes for which the state aid was 
intended. 


In a report to the house, the com- 


mittee recommended "more equal 
distribution" of state aid to hospi- 
tals. It charged that about a dozen 
hospitals failed to extend free serv- 
ice in the amount for which they 
were paid by the state, and criti- 


cized legislative "log rolling" In con- 
nection with the grants. The ap- 
propriation for those hospitals has 
been reduced in the measure.

A ROBIN'S NEST

HAVE seen robins' nests all my life, and every robin has been my friend, 
•but this spring I have had occasion to take new interest in this lovely 


bird. One built a nest upon the top of a drain pipe just underneath the 
roof of my home, and within a foot of a small window in a closet, which 
made it possible for me to see the entire process of home building and fam- 
ily rearing right under my eyes. 


I saw the; happy robin bring small twigs and grass for days, until she 


had a lovely, sturdy and marvelous home for her future family. Soon ap- 
peared three small blue eggs. Then, after a short time, three tiny bodies 
with long necks and big heads—with just a-scattering of fine down upon 
each young body, or so it seemed. 


• How thrilling to- watch the mother bird warm the delicate small birds. 


Then she \\ould fly away and At every noise, the heads would rise and 
three mouths—almost as big as the heads themselves—would open. But 
eyesight not yet being given, when, no food would be forthwith, down they 
would drop. Soon the mother, however, would return and something 
would be placed in each open rnouth. 


A week, passed. Now the birds had acquired their first feathers and 


had grown in body and been made able to withstand a longer absence of 
the mother. I noted the eyes of each begin to open. I wondered, what 
they thought of this new world! For long periods I stood in the dark- 
ness of the closet and studied the mother bird and her brood. What an 
honest eye the mother bird had. All her time given to her home. No 
time for teas, cocktail parties, or anything—just giving up all her time 
to see that each one of her gifts received every possible chance for a life 
as healthy and happy as hers. 


The only time that mother robins became worried, or excited, was 


when she thought her brood was in danger. Otherwise she was content 
—happy. 


No matter how scarce the worms, or other food, that robin mother got 


sufficient to bring her family through. God gave her wisdom, and he has 
given his human beings wisdom, too, but some of us do not. use it to the 
best advantage. I didn't note any other robin, or bird, helping her out. 
She got her own food. 


I don't know exactly why—but that robin's nest, and her devotion, 


her contentment and happiness, have greatly inspired me. One of the 
glories of springtime is its bird-nesting time.

DEAD MAN AND 


CAPONE LINKED 


Believe 
New 
Yorker 
Was 


Friend of Gangster and 
Had "Valuable Papers." 


New York, June 12 (AP). —The 


enigma of John C. Hammond's past 
provided an air of mvstery yesterday 
to the death of the elderly lawyer 
and his 26-year-old bride in their 
penthouse apartment, although po- 
lice officially wrote it off as acci- 
dental gas poisoning. 


A published report ascribed to an 


unidentified mend of the dead man 
that gangsters believed Hammond 
had important papers entrusted to 
him by Al Capone before he was 
sent to prison and that they had 
roade attempts to take them by force 
was scoffed at by his mother-in- 
law, Mrs Ethel M. Lee, and authori- 
ties professed no knowledge of it. 


His Past Checked 


Detectives did seek to check infor- 


mation from trie same source, how- 
ever, that Hammond was formerly a 
colonel in the army intelligence di- 
vision, that he had been editor of a 
newspaper in Denver, Colorado, and 
that he had served as publicity 
agent for the Mexican government 
here. This, too, was doubted by 
Mrs. 
Lee, although she acknowl- 


edged she had known Hammond for 
only three years. 


The unidentified friend was quot- 


ed by the New York Sun as saying 
Hammond represented Capone in 
Chicago In an attempt to settle his 
income tax difficulties with the gov- 
ernment. 


"I'm in a lot of trouble," he quot- 


ed Hammond as saying at that time. 
'You know that I was a friend of 
Al Capone, but I had nothing to do 
with, his activities 
In his own way 


le's a square guy, but as tough as 
:hey make 'em." 


The friend said Hammond showed 


ilm a letter from Capone in which 
he gangster had written: "You're 
:he only square guy I can depend 
on." 


Later Hammond was said to have 


related a story of being kidnapped 
jy mobsters who broke his wrist and 
ankle in an effort to obtain Capone's 
papers from him until "somebody 
jot word to Capone in Atlanta pen- 
.tentiary and he ordered them to lay 
off or his friends would get to work." 


Whiskey Poisoned 


The friend said recently he visited 


.he Hammonds at the penthouse 
where they were found dead Mon- 
day and both Hammond and his 
wife said gangsters had poisoned

Hairpin Bends on Lit- 


tle Round Top and 
Gulp's Hill To Be 


Removed. 


WORK TO START 


ABOUT JULY 15 


Hairpin curves on. Little Round 


Top and Gulp's Hill, testing grounds 
lor automobile salesmen, but the 
bane oi bu.s drivers, will be elimin- 
ated this summer by the construc- 
tion of by-pass roads. 


Announcement was made today 


at the local office ot the national 
bureau of publ.c roads on the second 
floor of the Scharf building, center 
square, that the Continental con- 
tracting company, of Baltimore, was 
low bidder for the construction of 
the two by-passes, slightly less than 
a mile in length. 


The bid of the Baltimore concern 


could not be learned inasmuch as 
the bids were opened by the bureau 
of public roads in Washington, D. C. 


Start July 15 


The Baltimore company was noti- 


fied that it was the low bidder and 
was instructed to furnish its bond 
by June 15. Work is to start about 
July 15 


Two hairpin curves on 
Little 


Round Top will be eliminated by 
the new road there, and several 
hairpin curves on Gulp's hill also 
will be obliterated. 


The Little Round Top by-pass, a 


stretch .399 of a mile, will begin at 
Rosensteel's and run in almost a 
straight line over the hill, north of 
the present guard's station, joining 
Sykes avenue on the opposite side 
of the slope. 


The new road on Gulp's hill will 


encircle the observation tower and: 
will eliminate 
curves in 
Slocum 


avenue on both sides of the slope 


Both new sections of highway will 


be 20 feet wide, slightly wider than 
most of the present avenues on the 
battlefield. 


Parking Spaces 


Parking spaces will be provided 


for automobiles and buses on both 
Little Round Top and Gulp's hill in 
the construction of the by-passes. 


Insofar as possible, trees and 


rocks will be allowed to remain, and 
after the roads are completed, they 
will be landscaped so as to conform 
to the general character of the sur- 
roundings at both places.

N TERMS of the progressive principle of all life, this brief existence of 


ours is but a breath.

Technical Study Planned 


Capt E. C. Musick, in charge of 


the big ship, made no estimate as to 
the time she would need to reach 
Honolulu, 2,400 miles away, and said 
the flight would be devoted to tech- 
nical matters in preparation for es- 
tablishment Of trans-Pacific com- 
mercial service. 


Last April the Clipper flew from 


here to Honolulu in a little more 
than 17 hours. Her return required 
more than 20 hours because of 
stormy conditions. 


This time, however she actually 


invited stormy weather. 
She was 


ready for the take-off Monday but 
the flight was postponed because 
conditions were described as "too 
good." It was explained the crew 
desired at least 300 miles of rain or 
heavy clouds 


The weather forecast this time 


promised 
varying conditions be- 


tween here and Honolulu, with a 
"cold front" presented much of the 
way, produced by the penetration of 
Arctic air currents. 


Captain Musick said the Clipper 


probably would remain in Honolulu 
two days before undertaking the 1,- 
323-mile water gap between there 
and Midway island.
